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INTRODUCTION 


The  Low  Incidence  Disabilities  Project  has  compiled  this  directory  of  public 
school  and  collaborative  programs  which  offer  special  education  services  to 
children  ages  three  through  twenty-one  with  low  incidence  disabilities.     Most 
of  the  programs  included  in  the  directory  provide  services  to  children  with 
visual   impairments,  hearing  impairments,  severe  behavioral  disorders,  or 
multiple- impairments  where  the  combined  effects  of  several   disabilities  are 
significantly  severe  to  warrant  specialized  educational   treatment. 

The  programs  described  within  the  directory  do  not  represent  any  one  prototype 
or  type  of  service  delivery.     Consultant  teaching  services  for  certain  low 
incidence  disability  groups  are  described  along  with  specific  self-contained 
classroom  programs. 

The  directory  has  been  divided  into  six  distinct  sections,  each  corresponding 
to  one  of  the  six  geographic  regions  of  the  state,  as  defined  by  the  Department 
of  Education.     Each  section  contains  the  low  incidence  programs  housed  in  that 
region.     Within  each  section,  programs  are  further  grouped  by  the  ages  of  the 
students  served.     Programs  for  students  ages  three  to  twenty-one  are  cited 
first,  followed  by  pre-school ,  elementary,  intermediate,  and  secondary  programs. 
Whenever  possible  the  programs  within  each  age  grouping  are  clustered  by  the 
low  incidence  disability  group  served. 

The  program  descriptions,  for  the  most  part,  are  those  provided  by  the  school 
systems  or  collaboratives  themselves,  and  all  programs  descriptions  received 
have  been  included.     However,  due  to  the  extensive  nature  of  this  undertaking, 
it  is  possible  some  programs  may  have  been  overlooked,  while  others  may  be 
in  the  development  stage.     The  directory  will  be  updated  periodically  by  the 
Division  of  Special  Education,  and  each  school  district  and  collaborative  will 
be  receiving  copies  of  the  additions,  deletions  and  corrections.

The  Collaborative  Center  School  (CCS)  serves  twenty 
adolescents  with  a  wide  range  of  needs.   The  academic 
skills  of  the  individual  students  -  all  of  whom  have 
normal  intelligence  -  vary  widely.   Most  of  the  youths 
have  been  in  and  out  of  mental  health  systems  and 
educational  programs.   The  CCS  is  often  an  alternative 
to  hospitalization  and  is  designed  for  students  whose 
emotional  and  social  difficulties  preclude  any  substantial 
benefit  from  regular  high  school  curriculae. 

While  the  Collaborative  Center  is  funded  jointly  with  the 
Department  of  Mental  Health,  the  Greater  Lawrence  Educa- 
tional Collaborative  is  responsible  for  the  educational 
components.   The  following  credited  courses  are  offered: 
English  5x/week,  math  4x/week,  social  studies  3x/week, 
science  3x/week,  phys.  educ.2x/week  and  swimming  4x/week. 
In  addition,  all  students  can  choose  from  the  following 
uncredited  activities:   cooking,  karate,  dance,  arts 
and  crafts,  woodcraft  and  weight-lifting.
